Colonial Policy. 


It is believed in many quarters that 
England's statesmen wish to be rid of her 
Colonies. Whatever notions some indi- 
vidjals may have about the uselossnoss 
of the Colonies to the Wmpire, the people 
at large hold no such ideas ; they may 
grumble at any money spent in the Col- 
onies, arid may petulently declare that 
they cost more than they come to, just 
as anybody is disposed to be out of humor 
at the sight of the tax-collector ; but the 
real sentiments of Englishmen are pride 


“and satisfaction and conscious strength, 


when they think of tho Empire “on 
which the sun never sets.” England has 
given all her colonies, which are fit for it, 
the boon of self-government ; and sho 
has of late, and we think rightly, added 
the corresponding burden of self-defence. 
She says to the New Zoalanders, “ You 
must not quarrel with the natives, if you 
do, you must defend yourselves, for you 
are more than a match for them if you 
choose to fight, and if your homes are 
worth having, they are worth fighting for.” 
The same doctrines are applied to Aus- 
tralia, and the Cape ; they are just, and 
for this reason, the inhabitants of those 
Colonies, from their geographical position, 
are safe from all quarrels except those of 
their own picking, and in any case can 
not be attacked by enemies as strong as 
themselves. 


The position of this Dominion is one 
widely different, and the policy of tho 
Mother Country should be a widely dif- 
ferent one towards us ; every general rule 
has its exceptions, and the man who does 
not recognize them is not fit to make 
general rules. With a powerful neigh- 
bor along our border, who dislikes us be- 
cause we like England, we are exposed to 
a thousand dangers to which the other 
Colonies are strangers. Still we are 
willing to fight the quarrels of our own 
creating, or, at all events, it will be quite 
time to discuss the national aspect ot the 
question when this country dias done any 
thing tothe United States which may be 
made « cause of war. But we have been 
annoyed and injured in our business, and 
mulcted in heavy sums for our defence 
for many years, for no quarrel of our 
own, but solely because we are attached 
to Great Britain, Now, Canada is proud 
to help to fight England's battles ; she 
don't wish to be released from the burden 
orthe danger, and if to-morrow « war 
between the United States and England 
hung upon the horizon, she would not 
accept her independence, for the sake of 
escaping from being tlie battle ground, 
Bho has no ambition to be anything 
else than part of the British Empire ; 
but she does ask that she may be 
treated ax a part of it; it may be only 
the foot ; but she would like to have 
England feel when that foot is tramplod 
upon, not have her remain as inseusible, 
au though we were only the extremity of 
a wooden leg. Ina word, we wish’ to 
have England resent an attack upon Can- 


ada as sho would resont an attack upon 


Yorkshire or Wales. If rhe did, the 
States would long ago have Suppressed 
tho Fenian organization, or had to fight 
England ; but so long as the attack waa 
made ona colony, aud did not interfere 
with the comfort or commerce of tho poo 
ple at home, it was looked upon as a 
matter of very little moment.

bring this mattor fairly and plainly bofore |

AN UNKNOWN MAN was killed at the same 
time as Rowe and O'Brien—and that tho 
total casualties at Pigeon Hill were “ three 
“Killed and ten or fifteen wounded, more or 
“leas.” 

In Captain Cronan’s account of the fight 
at Pigeon Hill, he says:—‘*We had two 
“men shot dead and eleven wounded.” 

A telegraphic despatch to the Detroit Post 
from Malone on the 28th, states that in the 
fight at Trout Riyer, ‘one MAN WaS KILLED, 
“TWO BERIOUSLY WOUNDED, AND TWO PRI- 
‘* SONERS WERE TAKEN” by the Canadians. 
It adds that the name of one of the pri- 
soners was Moore from Troy,N,Y. 

Another Press Despatch from Malone 
Bays :— 

‘‘Durry was reported dead last night ; 
‘‘and the men reported missing have re- 
“turned to this place unhurt, but fatigued 
“with wandering in the woods,” 

Another Preks Despatch from the same 
place, after describing the Trout River fight 
and the stampede, says ;—» 

‘Dennis DuaGan was numbered among 
“the dead.” 

A telegraph dispatch to the New York 
Herald, from Malone, also says :—‘‘ The 
last warning to Vermont Fenians was given 
here last night. When James Hunt and 
Patrick McNally were taunting the volun- 
teers and reproaching them, the two men 
unconsciously crossed the line and were at 
once gobbled up and conveyed to prison.” 

It appears, therefore, to be clear that five 
Fenians at least were killed, namely : 
Rowe, O’Brien, Donnelly, Duffy and Dug- 
gan ; and that probably a dozen more were 
wounded, including Hupe, Carrigan, Cron- 
an, Keenan, Hollahan, Carleton, and Ahern. 

As to the prisoners taken by our men 
we shall soon know allabout them. From 
the American accounts, there seems to be 
three of them. 

Considering the number of men engaged, 
the carnage was not great ; but the Fenian 
rascals must have been in a fearful state of 
trepidation when they failed to inflict eyen 

scratch on any one of the Canadians.

DESPERATE STRUGGLE, 


CS ! CHEAP! CHEAP! 


(From the Detroit Free Press.) 

Some two or three months ago a man 
named Lawrence Rapps, living near -Mon- 
roe, became crazy, being given to fits of 
weeping and melancholy. A watch was 
kept upon his movements, but he grew more 
dangerous, once attempting to kill his broth- 
er Christopher with an axe, and again very 
nearly succeeding in setting fire to the house. 
He at last became sodangerous that the 
probate judge granted an order for his con- 
jinementin the insane asylum at Kalamazoo. 
Yesterday morning a man named George F. 
Streeter started with Rapps for the asylum. 
As hewas in a bad mood, it was deemed best 
to take along an assistant, and accordingly 
the brother Christopher was selected. On 
the train the two brothers had a seat 
together directly in front of the officer, and 
it was noticed that the insane man grew 
constantly calmer, while Christopher grew 
more and more excited. He continued to 
groan and weep, deploring the calamity 

that was soon to separate the two, perhaps 
for ever, and refused to be comforted by 
the sympathetic and cheering words of the 
officer. Lawrence had now and then a 
glimpse of reason, and when tho trio got off 
for dinner at the junction, was the coolest 
of the three. They all sat down to the ho- 
tel dining table, the officer between the 
brothers. The table was filled with men 
women and children, passengers on the 
train, which stood just opposite the door. 
The méal had only commenced, when 
Christopher, the sane brother, suddenly ut- 
tered a long, loud scream of sorrow and de- 
spair, which startled every one, causin;

the highest praise. Should your services 
be again required, Iam sure you will de- 
fend these colours with the same pluck and 
patriotic devotion which you have recently 
exhibited, and in that future I wish you all 
prosperity.” (Great cheering.)

We have lying before us « daily paper 
published in the Boston of the West, 
Lawrence, Kansas; itis very well printed 
and is as large as the Toronto Telegraph. 

“It contains a good deal of Foreign and 
domestic news, but is chiefly interesting 
as one can gather from it the tone of so- 
ciety in that Western State, The first 
thing that strikes the reader is its date, 
* Sunday, May 22nd, 1870." When one | 
reads the list of churches which are 
enumerated under the heading ‘“ Church 
Services to-day,” he is ata loss to make 
out how a community so church-going 
could patronize a Sunday paper. They 
have English speaking and German 
Methodists ; three kinds of Presbyterians, 
besidgs Episcopolians,Congregationals and 
Baptists. The Unitarians expound their 
Gospel in two languages, and announce 
free seats. The Universalists “ cordially 
invite the public.” ‘All are invited” 
to join the Orthodox Friends. The 
Friends of Progress meet every Sunday, 
and their motto is ‘Freedom of thought, 
and a fair opportunity for its expression-” 
Catholic services are announced. And 
last of the “ Christians” “cordially in- 
vite all members and those friendly to 
the cause.” Tt certuiily is refreshing to 
find they have Christians in such a com- 
munity of churches, but we have not yet 
exhausted the list; there are three 
“Colored Churches,” from which we in- 
fer that the rest of the churches are 
painted white. In the whole there are 
twenty-one churches announced in a 
town not much larger than Belleville, 
representing fourteen different denomina- 
tions. The man who couldn’t find a 
church to suit his views in Lawrence, 
would have to turn to some of the numer- 
ous soloons advertised in this paper for 
spirituous consolation.

According to a census of the Indians in 
the United States, taken last year by Com- 
missioner Parker, their total number is 
378,577 ; of whom 75,000 are inhabitants of 
Alaska, 21,2097 of California, and 4,291 of 
New York. Deducting these items leaves 
the total Indian population of the Missis- 
sippi Valley ina the western plains not 
much more than 277,000, ‘This is a much 
smaller estimate than is popularly made, 
Of the tribes now more or less engaged in 
hostilities against the United States, the 
Comanches number 2,538, the Arrapahoes 
1,158, the Cheyennes 1,500, the Sioux 
28,120, and the Apaches 8,000; making a 
total of 41,316, of whom probably one in 
eight is an able-bodied warrior, giving an 
available force of alittle more than 5,000 
men in all, But they are never concentrat- 
ed.

Nir,—I would mention that my friend,

‘Subjoined, I give a slight sketch of our or 
ganization, as requested by your reporter; 
and in connection therewith, it may not be 
amiss to add an account also of our first one | 
counter with the enemy. ‘ | 

After the Fenian raid of 1866 we felt Ho 
much humiliated and disgraced at having 
beon obliged to submit to their outrages 
withont resistance, that we resolved at once 
to take some stops lo prevent a reci rence 
of tho disyracofal ecenes then enacted, in | 
cago of another invasion of our country. | 
We therefore called a meeting of our im 
mediate neighbors, sixtoon in number, and 

| entored into wn agreement to provide our- 
| selves with the best breech-loading ritlos | 
| that could be procured, and I was deputed 
to muko the selection, 

Not wishing to také the ontiro respon- 
sibility, I requested Mr, James G, Pell, 
one of our best riflemen, to accompany me, 
and we proceeded to visit the various rifle 
manufactories in Massachusetts, finally de- 
ciding on the Ballard sporting rifle, 30 inch 
heavy barrel, After my return I was re- 
quested to order the same kind for about 
40 more of the inhabitants of Dunham, 
While all remained quiet along the border 
we gaye ourselves no farther trouble in the 
matter, knowing that we were provided 
with arms and ammunition in case of necess- 
ity, 
| But on thealarm in 1868, two mootings 
were held at Dunham village, where a simi- 
lar agreement was drawn up, and signed by 
some 25 more, and T was elected the hoad 
officer, 

When the alarm came this spring we mot 
and organized regularly. I was chosen Cap- 
tain ; L. Galer, Lieutenant ; and J. Galer, 
Ensign. We decided upon the badge to 
beworn—-« red scarf—and reported our 
solves ready for action whenever needed, 
under the name of the Home Guards. Our 
organization is such that we require no 
othor officers, except sergeants to notify the 
mon when necessary, and of these we have 
onough to make it an easy matter to get the 
company together in an hour's time. _ 

We have means by which reliable infor- 
mation can be obtained of the least move- 
ment going on among the Fenians on the 
other side against our country. ‘They can- 
not adyance to within twenty miles of the 
frontier, but weare immediately put n pos- 
session of all that is there known of their 
plans. 

Last Monday afternoon, May 23rd, I re- 
ceived notice that the Fenians were collect- 
ing on the other side of the line, and that 
large quantities of arms and ammunition 
were ret brought through Franklin 
directly to the front 
Our scouts were out all night, and on 
Tuesday morning at 4 o'clock news came 
of such an alarming character that I warned 
my company of Home, Guards out at once. 
By 8 o'tlock, a. m., they were gathering at | 
Cook's Corners, and we remained their un- 
til the afternoon, receiving information 
every few minutes of the Fenian move- 
ments. . 

About two o'clock we left this place and | 
took up our position on a wooded rocky hill, 
overlooking the line,a spot long since 
looked out by Mr, Ten Eyck and myself as 
the point from which an invasion of this 
kind must be resisted—determined, if pos- 
sible,to maintain it until the volunteer 
forces should be ordered to the frontier. 
This position we did hold in sight of Fe- 
nians, five to oneof us, fromthe time we 
assumed it (keeping pickets out during the 
night,and taking two prisoners), until about 
four o'clock on Wednesday morning, when 
Lieut, Baker with twenty-two men, a part 
of Captain Robinson's company of Dunham 
volunteers, arrived on the ground, A 
short time after this Capt. Bochus, from 
Stanbridge, with « part of his company, 
numbering about as many more, came up, 
all under command of Gol. Chamberlin, 
making the full force on the ground at the 
time of the attack about 85 men. 

The position occupied by the Home 
Guards during the engagement, was at the 
hill nearest the line, and our rifles were 
ranged to open fire upon the enemy, when 
a very few yards past the iron post, which 
we did with a good will. 

Since the skirmish of Wednesday last, I 
have received a list of forty-four names from 
Sweetsburg and Cowansyille of persons wish- 
ing to be added to our company, and many 
others from different parts of Dunham and 
St. Armand East are still to be added to 
our numbers. I will send you a list when 
completed.

Secrets of the Raid. 


Tho New York Times publishes the fol- 
lowing statement from its speeial corres- 
pondent at Oedensburg i 

‘“T wrote you in March in relation to 
this affair, At that time O'Neil was here 
getting his arms and equipments to the 
front, and no one outside of the Fenian 
organization took stock in the rumors then 
in circulation. He told the Brotherhood 
here that he wanted no men to fight from 
this county, but at the proper time he 
wanted them to furnish transportation, 
which they agreed to do, and they per- 
formed their agreement well. This thing, 
th h now ended for all time in a groat 
faiMre, was well planned, but most miser- 
ably executed, ‘The intention was not to 
fight at either Richard’s Farm or Trout 
River. Both were intended as feints. The 
plan was to get across the line at both 
places and entrench, They intended to 
have the line close behind, and hoped to 
be able to draw the whole ayailable Cana 
dian forces—volunteers and regulars—to 
their front. For this purpose every rail- 
road in Canada was left intact. Had every- 
thing worked well up to this point, another 
force, by steamer and vail and every mode 
of conveyance, would have come to Ogdens- 


city. With the crossing of the 
Lawrence the vailronds would have 
been torn up all over the Domin 
ion, ‘Len men, on Monday, ‘Tuesday, or 
Wednesday night,could haye crossed the 
river, both above and below Proscott, and 
| out the Grand Trunk, so that a single sol- 
| dier could not have passed up or down, with-

The subject of ‘* Church Patronage” is 
about to engage the attention of the mem- 
bers of the Church of England in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario at their approaching Sy- 
nods in June. The Lord Bishop of Huron 
has prepared a Canon on the subject conced- 
ing certain rights of the laity ; and the fol- 
lowing is the one prepared by James Shan- 
non, Esq., of Kingston, for introduction in 
the Synod of Ontario, which will meet at 
Ottawa on the 7th of June. It will be 
seen that the laity are waking up to the as- 
sertion of the rights which have lain dor- 
munt for some time, A little healthy ven- 
tilation of the subject will do good. The 
following is the 

CANON 3 

To secure to the laity a voice in the ap- 
pointment of their own ministers. 

Whereas it is desirable to secure to the 
laity a voice in the appointment of their 
own ministers. 

Be it enacted as follows ; 

I. Upon a vacancy occurring in any par- 
ish, it shall be the duty of the Church- 
wardens to report the same to the Bishop, 
who thereupon shall nominate one or more 
clexgymen for the appointment. ‘ 

Il. A vestry meeting shall be called with- 
in {ten} days, for the purpose of consider- 
ing the Bishop's nomination, and, upon a 
vote being taken, any of the clergymen so 
nominated, receiving the support of the 
majority of such vestry, shall be declared 
duly appointed. 

TIL 4 case none of the clergymen so 
nominated shall be approved by the vestry, 
the result shall be communicated to the 
Bishop, who may nominate one or more 
clergymen to fill the vacancy, and such nomi- 
nation shall be submitted to the vestry with- 
in the time, and voted upon in the manner 
provided by the second section. 

TY. Provided, however, that in case the 
vacancy shall not be filled by the approval 
of any of the clergymen so nominated by 
the Bishop, within the space of [three 
calendar months, the appointment shal 
lapse to the vestry absolutely.

past. The Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the States has appointed com- 
mittees to look after the union of some 
of the smaller bodies with itself ; indeed 
everything would appear to indicate a 
disposition, on the part of men holding 
the same views of religious truth, to unite 
together in their efforts to propogate 
them. 

There is, however, one very noticable 
exception to this general inclination to 
hold the truth in the bonds of peace ; the 
“Methodist Church South,” and the 
“Southern Presbyterian Church,” hold 
precisely the same views of doctrine and 
Curch government that their Northern 
brethren do, and they have both received 
overtures from the Northern Churches 
for union, and have both rejected them. 
They do not wish to fraternize with the 
North even in the matter of wo iping 
the Deity. In discipline, in doctrine, in 
church usages they are the same, even in 
spirit, if they are both christians, they 
are identical; they have precisely the same 
foes to fight, the same ends to gain, and 
yet they will not be united! Could any- 
thing give so vivid a picture of the in- 
tense dislike and aversion, amounting to 
loathing, with which the South regards 
the North? This generation will have 
passed away before anything like cordi- 
ality can exist ; and for this generation 
at least, the South will be a source of 
weakness to the nation. But it is only 
after the people whosejpassions have been 
heated in the contest, have passed away 
that Union is practicable, All the 
church unions, accomplished on prospec- 
tive, are of divsions that took place at 
the least a generation ago; and the signs 
of the times, notwithstanding the sullen- 
ness of the South, are all jn favor of 
Union. It may seem to us to come 
slowly, but we must remember that 
though “The mills of God grind slow. 
they grind exoceding fine,”

Nothing is more to be deprecated than 
allusions to the religious opinions or the 
denominations of the country in con- 
nection with public affairs. And the rea- 
son why such subjects should be avoid- 
ed is, that the duty of government, un- 
der ow constitution, is to govern the 
country as a whole without the slightest 
reference to the religious opinions of 
any. The existence of religious denom- 
inations can not be ignored, for they are 
phenomena, which no man can live in 
the country and not see; but a states- 
man should no more extend favours to 
them, than to a mining association or to 
the corporation of Free and Accepted 
Masons. Every good citizen should join 
in denouncing any attempt on the part 
of the government to violate this rule, no 
matter whether it be in favour of the 
communion of which he is a member or 
any other. All men should be equal be- 
fore the law, and should be recognized as 
British Subjects simply, not as members 
of any Church organization. If from 
any circumstance itbecomes necessary for 
a Minister of the Crown to have com- 
munication with any religious bodies, he 
should be most scrupulous to treat them 

all alike, to extend no favours to any to 
which they are not entitled, and to ex- 
tend to all, the rights to which they are 
entitled. Any departure from this rule 
is most unjust and insulting, and not to 
be borne in a free community.

A GENERAL AMNESTY FORSHADOWED. 


We notice by the last mail that the Edin- 
burgh Scotsman states the Government is 
uite satisfied with the conduct of the 
merican Goyerment as to the Red River 
settlement,and also that a complete amnesty 
will be granted to Riel, and his accomplices. 
If this is authentic, and it very likely is, 
it settles the question as to what shall be 
done with Riel, for the Imperial Govern 
ment had alone jurisdiction before the trans- 
fer to Canada. 

Stupid telegrams from Washington,stated 
that a Minnesota delegation had given it 
out as their belief that there would be war 
in Manitobah, because the recent Act of 
Parliament did not contain a general am- 
nesty ; and they called on President Grant 
to protect their frontier.” 

The Canadian Parliament had no power 
to pass an amnesty bill, because there was 
no offence committed when it had any jur- 
isdiction. 

We have no doubt that Riel might be in- 
dicted for murder if the Imperial Govern- 
ment chose to send out acommission. But 
it is altogether more likely from the whole 
tenor of what has taken place that they will 
send out an amnesty instead, as announced 
by our Scottish contemporary, It is a pity 
that the authors and participators in an use- 
less and wanton murder should escape un- 
whipt of justice.—Gazette,

“Lf any person shall, within the territo- 
ry or jurisdiction of the United States, be- 
gin or set on foot, or provide or prepare the 
means for, any military expedition or en- 
terprise to be carried on from thence 
against the territory or dominions of any 
foreign price or state, or any colony, dis- 
trict or people, with whom the United 
States are at peace, every person so offend- 
ing shall be deemed guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and shall be fined not exceeding three 
thousand dollars, andimprisoned not more 
than three years.

The Philosophy of Making Hay. 


Tho choicest quality of hay consists of 
teen grass simply dried. The Carolina 
armer says—and truthfully—that makin, 
hay, chemically Spoaking, is a distillate: ' 
or evaporative: process. It ix doing with 
succulent vegetable substances, what tho 
saltmaker does with his saline "waters, or 
the sugarmaker with his saccharine juices: 
The object is to drive off surplus waters 
which hold the valuable Principles in solu. 
tion; to get rid of worthless and interfering 
substances, and retain all the desirable 
ones. The sugarmaker may apply to in- 
tense heat, or direct flames to his evapor- 
ating pans, and burn or spoil their products; 
so the farmer may heat his hay too much in 
the blazing Sate of the sun, and greatly in- 
jure the rich nutrient principles upon 
which its value depends. Certain it is, we 
cannot control all the conditions upon which 
the production of perfectly cared hay de- 


| pends; but we can contro) them much more 


decidedly than we do. A ton of well-cured 
or properly dried hay is worth more in the 
mow than two tons of that which is cut at 
an improper time and cured in an imper- 
fect manner. When grass is dried too 


| auch, the woody fibre, or ligneous part, be- 


comes hard and tough; and animals do not 
| like it any better than we like over-baked 
bread. The nutritive portions are not so 
readily oliminated, ant the waste is much 
greater in passing through the assimilating 
organs. tis not necessary to dry hay so 
thoroughly, in order to preserve it from the 
putrefactive change in the mow. If the 
weather is clear‘and warm, it may safely 
be stored the same day it is cut, provided 
it is not cutin the early morning, while 
| loaded with dew. If grass could be mown 
| after the dew is gone, and spread upon a 
dry parcel of ground, four or five hours ex- 
posure to sun and air will fit it forthe barn, 
All moisture proceeding from dew or rain 
| must be removed, as well as all the mois- 
ture in the sap, that will promote heating 
in the mow or stack, as it always injures hay 
to heat or to ‘‘aweat,” quite as much as it 
will injure grain to heat in the bin. 
| Nosmall amount of mischief has been 
perpetrated by the annual promulgation of 
error, in certain agricultural journals, 
touching the process of curing hay in the 
mow, ‘The starch, sugar and gumin the 
newly mown grass, when the hay is about 
half made, are in a semi-fluid or a plastic 
condition, somewhat like stiff dough. If 
the moisture in the hay be evaporated, by 
drying wind and sunshine, the hay will be 
fragrant and almost as valuable as good 
grass, provided the grass were mowed be- 
fore the blossoms have fallen. On the con- 
trary if, the moisture must be driven off by 
the heat generated in the mow, the hay 
will be injured in proportion to the quan- 
tity of moisture remaining when the hay 
is stored. :

Oiling Farm Implements. 

Every farmer should have a can of lin- 
seed oil and a brush on hand,and whenever 
he buys a new tool, he should soak it well 
with the oil and dry it by the fireor in the 
sun, before using. The wood by this treat- 
ment is toughened and strengthend, and 
rendered icipaarions to water. Weta new 
hay-rake and when it dries it will begin to 
be loose in the joints; but if well oiled, 
the wet will have but Mi ‘ht effect. Shovels 
an‘ forks are preserved from che 
cracking in the top of the faniie ty ates 
the wood becomes smooth as glass by tse 
and is far less liable to blister the hand 
when long used.’ Axe and hammer 
handles often break off where the wood 
enters theiron ; this partparticularly should 
be toughened with oil, to secure durability, 
Oiling the wood in the eye of the axe w: 
prevent its swelling and se and 
sometimes getting loose. The too 
large farm. cost a large sum of money ; ithey 
should be of the most approved kinds, It 
is a poor economy, at the present extrava- 
gant prices for labor, to set. men at work 
with ordinary, old-fashioned implements. 
Laborers should be required toreturn their 
tools to the convenient places provided for 
them ; after using, they should be putaway 
clean and bright. S fdatned of

And whereas the ‘Fenians” taken prison- 
ers were tried and found guilty, thereby 
subjecting thom to the death-penalty, and 
were, by the leniency of the Canadian Goy- 
ernment, sent to the Penitentiary for a 
term of years, shewing mercy to murderers, 
their aiders and abettors, wholly undesery- 
ed on their part.

He began his | 
career as a warrior in 1824, and was engag- 
ed in many hatd-fought battles with neigh- 
boring chiefs, with whom he was generally 
victorious, and finally with the English, 
who encroached upon his territory, and 
conquered him about 1848. Yet Moshesh 
was nota bloody man. He boasted—and 
there was no one to contradict his boast 
—That he had never shed the blood of any 
man except in war. Hewasan enlightened 
Pagan,and abolished capital punishment for

As to the second point, these 
Fenian raids have cost this country 
abcut four millions of dollars ; and if 
any responsible authority in the world 
could have prevented them, that authority 
ought to reimburse to us these expenses ; 
if the United States allows its soil to be 
made the base of hostile operations against 
aneighbor with which it is at peace, 
then the United States are as much re- 
sponsible for the damage done by these 
operations, as a man would be who had 
wrongly driven his tearm into his neigh- 
bor's waggon and smashed it.

The principles which governed us on 
forming the 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 
in October last,were published in Canada in 
November. They are now as then, the lino 
of conduct of the Provisional Government ; 
the English flag which floats over our hoads 
will render them this great testimony in our 
favor. Full of confidence in the principles 
which form our strength, we do not regard 
as loyal subjects of Her Majesty those who 
have united tomake war on us, or who yet 
insist on making it because of the line of 
conduct we have pursued in order to ruin us 
and finally raise themselves upon our ruin. 
They have always counted us in the rank of 
barbarians. 

NEVER APPEALED TO SAVAGE TRIBES. 
Notwithstanding our great difficulties, 
we have never prpeeled for aid to the dan- 
gerous element of the Savage tribes. On 
the contrary while we have spared nothing

Insupport of 
this beleif, he encloses a copy of a procla- 
mation issued by Riel,dated Fort Garry,the 
I4th, protestsng against the necessity of 
sending an armed force to the peaceful 
country of Red River. A letter of instruc- 
tions, written by the Asisstant-Secretary of 
State, to Father Richot, dated Fort Garry, 
June the 1st, which reads as follows ;— 


THE CANADIAN EXPEDITION, 


Srr,—I have received from you three de- 
spatches, making mention of an act sanc- 
tioned, and of an expedition being sent to 
this country, In reference to the Act, I 
beg to state that the Povisional Govern- 
ment has not, up to this date, any official 
knowledge of its nature or extent, and con- 
sequently cannot say whether acceptable or 
not ; but as regards the expedition, it is re- 
ceived with very much suspicion, and is 
not at all acceptable to any portion of this 
people, Two reasons may be assigned as 
good grounds for our distrust, First, the 
Government and people of this country, in 
the absence of an official explanation, can- 
not view this expedition, as fitted out and 
sent by the Canadian Government, in an 
other light than was the approach of Goy- 
ernor Madougall as Lieut.-Goyernor in No- 
vember last ; and ina view of the peace- 
full condition of the Northwest, both In- 
dians and whites gaye evident intention 
‘of entering the Confederation on satis- 
factory conditions, we deem this ox- 
pedition entirely unsatisfactory, and from 
what wo heard it is intended to compel the 
people to accept the conditions dictated by 
the Canadian Government, which cannot 
be effected without violating the Act of '67, 
in reference to the colonies entering into 
confederation, and we strongly protest 
against Canada invading the ri At of the 
British Colonist. Secondly, if the Canadi- 
an volunteors aro repugnant to every inter- 
ost and measure of this people, and instead 
of securing peace the will » Wo are confident, 
destroy the peace which now oxists, as well 
as tho hopes of amicablo adjustment of tho 
late difficulties. Against theso volunteers 
we also protest, because they can neither bo 
beneficial to confederatian nor necessary to 
the colonist or Imperial authorities in this 
country, and will only be the source of ir- 
ritation to the people and needless oxpen- 
sos to Canada,

of a wealty merchant of that city, & young 
girl of 18. Hor uncommon beauty attract- 
ed tho attention of young Bonaparte, and 
won what little heart ho possessed. ‘Tho 
family position and connections of Jerome 
Bonaparte fired the ambitions heart of Miss 
Patterson, and, in a few days after their 
first meoting, sho readily accepted his offer 
to make her at onco Madame Bonaparte, 
and amember of the civil family of the 
Emperor.” The betrothal was completed 
aftor a strange fashion of the day ata grand 
ball given by young Bonaparte, at which 
Miss Patterson was his partner. During 
the dance he threw over her head a old 
chain to which was attached a miniature 
likeness of himself, set in diamonds, and 
the lady bore it off in triumph. Thus the 
engagement was made. Miss Patterson's 
father, however, disapproved, and sent her 
away to what was then known as the “wilds 
of Virginia,” But as Bonaparte gave 
further evidences of his attachment by 
sending letters to that secluded spot, her 
father relented, and brought her home. 
The Spanish envoy was charged with the 
formal demand of her hand, the French 
Consul attested the contract, and Bishop 
Carroll celobrated the marriage coremony 
on Christmas Eye, 1803. Jerome Bona- 
parte remained in Armerica for fully a 
year, visiting with his wife various parts 
of the country. When they wero ready 
to go to Europe, Mr. Patterson fitted out 
the Erin, one of his own vessels, and in 
the spring of 1805 they embarked for 
Europe, and arrived safely at Lisbon. The 
happiness of Jerome and his bride was here 
BUC Ray brought to an end by the informa- 
tion that Napoleon I., who had advanced 
his brother with the design of making him 
useful in some matrimonial alliance with a 
European Royal family, was very much dis- 
gusted with his marriage. He refused to 
recognize the marriage, and forbade the ad- 
mission of the wife to French territory. 
The husband left her at Lisbon, and »re- 
paired to Italy to see the Emperor. It is 
probable that the young Lieutenant, still 
enamored of his beautiful wife, made some 
efforts to obtain her recognition, but they 
were probably not very strenuous, and 
were certainly unavailing.

Nico has just supplled us with a terrible 
dramma, A young gentleman, poor, but 
of respectable position, was in loyo with 
the accomplished daughter of a Parisian 
librarian, Their means, they considered 
were not sufficient to enable them to sup- 
port, when married, that state of life, in 
which it had pleased God to call them. 
They resolved to die, and in death not to 


turn to his wife, but yielding toNapoleon’s 
orders, he married, August 12, 1870, Fred- 
erica Catherine, daughter of the King of 
Wurtemburg, and as a reward, was made, 
six days after, King of Westphalia. His 
subsequent fate was a fitting sequel to the 
story. He offended his brother by some ne- 
glect which disarranged the Russian cam- 
paign of 1812, and was severely reprimand- 
ed and practically dismissed the service. 
Two years later he had to fly from Paris, 
leaving his royal wife under arrest, and was 
forced to retire to Vienna, where he lived 
as Prince de Montford. When the empire 
was restored he returned to Paris, and died 
there in 1860, | 

Forbidden to enter France, Mmo, Pat- 
terson Bonaparte went to Holland, but 
shortly afterwards retired to Camberwell, 
England, where on July 7, 1805, Jerome 
Napoleon, the subject of the present sketch, 
was born. For years she haunted. Europe, 
finding no opportunity to obtain, but never 
failing on every occasion to assert her 
rights and those of her son. Once, in the 
Pitti Palace at Florence, she encountered 
Jerome and his new wife, but the contempt- 
ible fellow sneaked from the presence of the. 
proud woman he had wronged, and immedi- 
ately left Florence. Madame Bonaparte 
returned to the United States with her son 
during his boyhood, and he was reared at 
Baltimore. Heentered Harvard College, 
and graduated from that institution in 1826. 
He studied for the bar, but never practised 
law. He was married in early life to Miss 
Williams, daughter of Benjamin Williams, 


a strange coincidence, died also yesterd, 
During the reign of Louis Phillip 
Mr. Bonaparte was permitted to sojourn 
for a short time in Paris, Mr. 
Bonaparte acquired a large fortune with 
his wife, and devoted himself since his 
marriage to the management of a 
large estate. On the re-establishment of 
the empire, in 1852, the indefatigable 
mother again put forward her claims for 
recognition, Prince Napoleon and his sis- 
ter appeared as defendants in the suit. An 
Imperial family council, claiming to be ‘the 
only competent tribunal,’ decided that 
while young Jerome Patterson, was entitled 
to the name of Bonaparte he could not be 
considered as one of the royal family, He 
was permitted to visit France, became very 
intimate with his father, who made him a 
handsome allowance, and was réceiyed at 
the court of Louis Napoleon. No recogni- 
tion of the mother was, however, obtained. 
Jn 1860, the death of Jerome gave his wife 
an opportunity for again presenting her 
claims, and, with Berryer as her advocate, 
she demanded, in the torpevial Court, her 
son’sshare of his father’s property, and his 
rights. The suit has never been decided, 
we beliove. In his features, the nephew, 
now just dead, spoke astriking resemblance 
to Napoleon 1, He possessed the same 
shape of the head, and perfect regularity 
of the features, bronze countenance and 
dark eyes of the pecular tint which dis- 
tinguished Napoleon I, whom he also close- 
ly resembled in deportment. The deceased 
loaves a son, Jerome Napoloon, who gradu- 
atod at West Point, and is now an officorin 
the French army.

The Fenians at Home. 


THE TRIAL OF DAVITT AND WILSON, 

The London Times says that the capture 
f the alleged Fenians, Davitt and Wilson, 
and their examination at the Marylebone 
Police-court, have led to the disclosure of 
a wide-spread organization for the collection 
and distribution of offensive weapons 
throughout the United Kingdom, For 
some time past fire-arms.and ammunition 
have been sent to Glasgow, Newcastle-upor « 
Tyne, Manchester, and Leeds, and have 
been forwarded from those places to Ire- 
land. Rifles, bayonets, revolvers, and cart- 
idges have been packed in what appeared 
to be flour barrels, heading-tubs, and spirit- 
casks, and others directed at one time toa 
pirit dealer, and at others to a general 
merchant, to a gentleman from London 
staying at an hotel, or to ladies whose oc- 
cupation was not specified. These facts 
having come to the knowledge of the police, 
detectives were set to work thoughout the 
Kingdom in order to trace those mysterious 
parcels to the original consignors ; and 
about the end of March some boxes and 
barrels containing firearms and ammunition 
were traced to the prisoner Wilson, who is 
a gun and pistol maker in Birmingham. 
From this town the cases were watched to 
various manufacturing towns, whence their 
contents were repacked in small barrels and 
despatched to Ireland, where tho police 
finally took possession of them. From the 
extent of the operations which have been 
known to the police, it is clear that fands 
of a considerable amount are in the hands 
of the conspirators and agents, “‘subscribed,”” 
as Mr, Portland said “by the watched dupes 
of the Fenian movement.” A critical ex- 
amination of the reyolyers found in the 
casks which have been seized shows that 
the supporters of this movement may with 
great PPRE PS termed dupes, for it is 
probablo that the weapons they have pur- 
chased could not be fired off many times 
without danger of bursting.

the spot was indescribably grand. Afterthe 
firat half-hour, the flames spread from ono 
point to another almost with tho rapidity of 
a prairie on fire, and, assisted by the high 
wind which naturally sprung up, lashod 
thomselves into redoubled fury every mo- 
mont, as though determined to seck a tor- 
riblo revenge for the close subjection under 
which they ard usually kept, and leave be- 
hind thom another proof of their awful pow- 
or. Wator seemed but to add fuel to the 
flamos, and the utmost efforts of the fire- 
men could do no more than to hang as it 
were on tho out-skirts of the fire, like a 
band of guerillas on the flank of an inyad- 
ing army, 60 a8 to cut off tho’ stragglers 
from the main body,and retard its progross 
as much as possible, But even in this wa: 
4 vast amount of good might have been of- 
fected but for the fact, that anything like 
a stream of water was not to be had, 
some tanks sending forth nothing but a 
compound of mud and water, which did 
not reach ten feet beyond the muzzlo of the 
hose, Nevertheless the men worked like 
demons, pulling dowu here, and pumping 
there, now cutting off the progress of the 
flames in one place, and now another ; but 
over surrounded by fire of such magnitude 
and fury, that one would rather haye sup- 
posed them to have belonged to the fabled 
tribe of Salamanders than any modern race 
of beings. At the same time the neighbor- 
hood of tho fire was black with people in 
every direction, as far as the eye Boutd see, 
The whole (male population at least) of 
the city appeared to Haye turned out to 
witness the spectable, or assist in saving 
property. Hundreds of youngmenfrom the 
city laboured with undefatigable energy in’ 
carrying water, saving furniture, and what 
not ; regardless of their highly polished 
boots, stand up collars, and good clothes 
generally; anxious only to do what they 
could to assist in senelling the enemy, and 
saying from his power. Eyery house-top 
which stood in immediate danger, had its 
quota of people, endeavouring to keep the 
sides of the building wet by dashing on 
them buckets of water which were handed 
up to them, and who, as seen from a dis- 
tance throughjthe lurid glare of the fire, 
seemed more like inhabitants of «a lower 
world, dancing with fiendish delight 
at the spectacle, than human beings. 


LOSS—-HALF A MILLION, 


The loss occasioned by this great fire has 
been estimated at half a milliondollars, Mr. 
Ostell loses a valuable factory, its surround- 
ings and alarge yard of timber, Mr. Tucker 
loses a factory, and alsoa great quantity of 
valuable lumber. Mr. Andrew Shearer loses 
a fine dwelling house snd appurtenances, 
Messers. J. & A. Shearer lose a factory, 
large quantities of lumber and many other 
valuables. The workmen in the these fac- 
tories lose nearly all their tools (a few chests 
are saved.) Hight dwellings belonging to 
Mr. Ostell, Seigneurs street, are burnt with 
all contents. At Mr. Brodan’s house,where 
it was checked, and iu which lived three 
families, hundreds of dollars worth of fur- 
nituye were smashed in hasty remoyal, and 
in many of the houses not a cent’s worth 
could be taken away. Such was the vio- 
lence of the fire, fanned bya high breeze, 
that houses would catch and immediately 
be enveloped in flames. Mr, J. Shearer's 
house was saved only by the greatest efforts 
but his pretty garden was ruined by the 
trampling of thousands of feet. 

The damage done to property, fixed and 
moveable, to the canal,the streets, pave- 
ments, &c. can not be much less than $500, 
000, of which perhaps, one half is covered 
by insurance. Mr. Ostell calculates that he 
loses $20,000 above insurance ; he is insur- 
ed in the Royal and the Citizens. His safe 
was hauled from the embers about two 
o'clock, and opened. The books and papers, 
though severely scorched, are in a good 
state of preservation. As soon as reliable 
information, concerning exact losses can be 
ascertained, it will be published,

| science has scanned with care the agencios 
which, it was supposed, held the aqueous 
wonder in its place, and the Humboldts and 
Sillimans of two continents saw no escape- 


tho aerial pathway of the sun, Many years 
ago the Bureau of Topography sought to 
ae the permanent equilibrium of Great 
Salt Lake, whose thirst absorbs a greater 
supply of fresh water than Michigan or 
Erie, but still the deduction was the same, 
Every trial said its shores were saved from 
flood by the evaporating power. This is no 
longer a theory, and never was correct. 

One night last week the schooner Pioneer, 
Capt. Hannah, on her voyage from Corinne 
to Stockton, when ata point in the lake 
between Fremont and Kimball Islands, 
nearly opposite this city, came suddenly in 
contact with something which the captain 
thought was inoro solid than water, beliey- 
ing his vessel to have stranded upon rocks. 
Instead of this, however, the men on the 
Pioneer discovered that she was in the whirl 
of a maelstrom, for the vessel immediately 
revolved as if in a circular current , and the 
motion was so rapid in the revolutions 
made, thatthe men could scarce stand at 
their duties. 

Capt. Hannah being an old sailor, and 
understanding the danger he was in, at 
once added sail ; and’a brisk wind blowing 
at the time, the craft was, after about half 
an hour's detention, borne beyond the vor- 
tex of the eddy. He informs Gen. Connor, 
the owner of the schooner, and from whom 
we get these interesting facts, that while in 
the trough of the ugly hole the deck was 
far lower than the water outside the whirl- 
pool, and that he owes the safety of the ves- 
sel and men to the stiff breeze which fortu- 
nately sprang up atthe time. The noise of 
the waters as they descended denoted that 
some mighty airless cavity below gave 
strength to the suction, and the surging 
frothy foam from above was like the boiling 
ofa mammoth cauldron. That this isthe 
sifety valve of Great Salt Lake there 
seems to be no doubt , and we can reason- 
ably asssume that similar openings are nu- 
merous on the bottom. The steamer Kate 
Connor will be ready in two or three days 
to go on the lake, when the General, ac- 
companied by a party of gentlemen from 
this city, will go out and examine the mael- 
strom. 

Tho men of the College and University 
will again be called to make scientific sur- 
vey of this great discovery, and geologist 
and chemist will, in the waters ofthe Utah 
Mediterranean, find many valuable lessons 
to impart to student and graduate. How 
maryellous are naturo’s works around us.

(From the Edinburgh Review.) 

An experiment which was made recently 
on the streets of Edinburgh with the new 
patent road steamer and patent omnibus, 
invented by Mr. R. Thomson, must have 
satisfied those who witnessed it that a new 
era in locomotion, so far as our large towns 
and pabhe roads generally are concerned, 
has begun.

BEYOND PETERBORO.’ 


In yesterdays’s issue we reviewed to 
some extent the question of this road be- 
tween Belleville and Peterboro. We 
now propose to look at it from that point 
westward, and any reader who will take 
the trouble to look at a map of Upper 
Canada, can easily see if we state the 

ease fairly. At Peterboro’ this road first 
comes into direct competition with the 
Port Hope road. From Peterboro' to the 
Narrows of Lake Simcoe is something less 
than 70 miles ; from the Narrows to the 
Georgian Bay is about twenty miles.— 
Now the Port Hope and this road will 
both have to cross the waters of Lake 
Simcoe within a few rods of each other 
at the narrows, and they will have to 
terminate at Georgian Bay within 

miles of each other. So that from Peter- 
boro’ through for the best part of a hun- 
dred miles, they will have to run side by 
side, and a good deal of the way in sight 
of each other. Does anybody suppose 
that there isa country up there which 
needs two railways along side each other, 
or that can give them anything like ade- 
quate suppo-t? Do they think that 


already deeply in for the first? Towns 
and Townships along the Grand Trunk 
are not burdened with bonuses to it, and 
yet would any man undertake to get them 
to give bonuses to a road which was to 
run along in sight of the Grand Trunk 4 
Tf we had a fair start in the race with 
Port Hope we might expect to head them 
off, and leave them to the disadvantages 
“of coming up behind, but this must be 
borne in mind, the Port Hope road is 
being completed this summer to Beaver- 
ton, and we will have to build some 
ninety miles of road before we can be as 
far on as they arenow.- But this is not 
all; the rond now being built from 
Whitby will drain off a great deal 
of the support which would otherwise be 
got from the country about Lake Scugog, 
# region lying within twenty miles south-

‘The endless feud between the 
rival establishments of Mr. Saul Dayis, and 
Mr, Sidney Barnett, at Niagara Fall’, cul- 
minated ina bloody encounter on Friday 
afternoon, in which one man lost his life, 


tally wounded. 
near as we could learn this morning are as 
follows:—The sons of Mr. Savl Davis had 
descended the embankment, carrying with 
them a camera for the purpose of obtaining 
photographic views. While so engaged, 
some colored servants from the’ establish- 
ment of Mr, Barnett, appeared at the top 
| of the bank and commenced throwing stones 
| at the Davis party. Edward Davis drew a 
| revolver and fired with fatal precision at one 
| of the negroes, named W. Price—the ball 
taking effect in his left breast. He stagger- 
ed to the house, and died ina few minutes. 
He leaves a widow and four children. A 
party of the dead man’s friends and rela 
tives then assembled, and a ‘sort of free 
fight took place with the opposite faction. 
The result was that another colored mah 
named Burke, attached to the Dayis party, 
was so badly stabbed that he is not expect- 
ed to recover ; and several of the combat- 
tants received flesh wounds. Young Davis 
was promptly arrested, and a coroner's in- 
quest is now in progress. Mr. Saul Davis 
came to St. Catherines, and secured the 
services of a lawyer to watch the proceed- 
ings on behalf of his’son.” 

Curton, June 27.—A Coroner's inquest 
was held on Saturday over William Price. 
The verdict was, ‘‘ That William Price came 
to his death by a pistol.shot discharged by 
Edward Davis. and this jury find the said 
William Davis guilty of wilfully and: felon- 
iously murdering the said William Price :

At West Newton, Mass., they have what 
is called an orchard house, designed to pro- 
tect,and somewhat hurry fruit trees,grapes, 
etc., which grow readily in the open air, but 
are liable to be injured by early and late 
frosts. Apples, pears, peaches, apricots, 
plums,cherries,and a great variety of smal- 
ler fruits are raised in great perfection ; and 
if artificial heat is used, figs, oranges, and 
other tropical fruits are brought forward 
and ripened seasonably. All the trees, or 
nearly all, in the orchard house must be 
dwarfs, and these are cultivated in boxes 
10 to 15 inches across. These will answer 
for five years without change. The trees 
are carefully set in these boxes -and pots, 
and the earth crowded closely around the 
roots, and is never loosened. The feeding 
of the roots entirely from the surface, chief- 
ly in the form of liquid manure, daily ap- 
plied. ‘The strawberry vines are put into 
boxes of moderate size—say 16 or 18 inches 
by 10 or 12 inches—and placed on shelves 
around the sides of the house, quite near to 
the roof glass, asingle vine in the box, on 
which no runners are allowed. This house 
is heated by steam under pressure. The 
fruit trees were in full blossom in March; 
and now peaches, as large as English wal- 
nuts, hang thick upon the little dwarf 
trees ; and other fruits are proportionately 
forward and abundant,

Our Daughters. 


Under this head the London Graphic 
prints a sensible article, which in so many 
points is quite applicable to similar phases 
of society in this countrythat we commend 
the following paragraphs to the attention 
of our readers : 

It seems to us that nothing could be bet- 
ter calculated to hinder marriego than the 
present system of domestic economy’ eti- 

etic and hospitalities, In tho first place 
the excessive luxury and display in which 
theupper and middle ranks indulge, forbids 
anything like easy jatercourse between 
young people. What with the wanton 
cosiliness of dress, enterlainments, and 
otherfamily items, very little remains to be 
spent upon everyday comsorts and eyery- 
day enjoyment. Ina large percentage of 
cases there is no doubt that the balance is 
on tho wrong side, and that the people not 
oaly live up to the utmost they can afford, 
butafford themselves just a trifle more than 
they can pay for. Consequently, a certain 
stereotyped scale of living is adhered to, 
at what cost the victimsof conventionalism 
and worshipers of fashion only know ; 
and much more rational gratifications are 
sacrificed. 

The diversity of family interests, more- 
over, is a1 offshoot of tho self-same evil. 
While girls’ lives have so little in common 
with tho lives of their brothers and fathers, 
who can wonder at the objectionable way 
in which some of them find amusement for 
themselves? The Germans express the 
diverse interests and unsympathetic oxis- 
tence of afamily circle in one word. ‘Un- 
msammengehorigkeit,’’which literally trans- 
lated, is untogether belonginess, aud it is 
just this that we complain of in a larger 
sense. Not only as members of families, 
but of society, our wneusanmengehorigkeit 
isa growing evil against which everyone 
ought to struggle, 

It is impossible to enjoy the society of a 
cultivated woman unless she wears a dress 
decolleie oxceedingly {and is a man not to 
be considered clothed and in his right mind 
who is not habited in black trousers and a 
swallow tail coat? All this is absurd 
enough, and goneratesserious inconvenience 
and extravagance. And would it not be 
wise to adopt a more sensible style of even- 
ing dress, which would enable’ people to 
wal'c to each other's houses. ‘hero can be 
no doubt that the low gowns and cumbrous 
hoad-dresses of ladies of the present day, 
orrather night, arerelics of a barbarous 
ago, and must some time or other give way 
to a more sensible costume, 

There is yet another point to consider, 
A man often renimins unmarried, not bo- 
cause ho prefers single life, but because he 
is too conscientious, and too unselfish” to 
condemn & young woman nursed in luxury, 
to poverty and the anxieties of an uncertain 
livelihood. Itseoms to us that a grievous 
responsibility rests upon parents, In this 
matter, at least, they should taken little 
heed for the morrow, and censider their | 
daughters, not a3 mero pretty playthings 
in the house, but os rational beings 
who will sooner or latter, share the hard 
realitios of life, and it may bo, unaided and 
alone, Itis nonsense to aflirm that tho 
oxtravagance of the a obligatory.

the raggedest of overcoats, two great rents | 
in the shoulders of it disclosing the dingy | 
lining, all bepatched with various stuf 
ed with dirt, and on his shoes and 
trousers the mud of an interminable pil- 
grimage. Owing to the posture in which 
he sat I could not see his face, but only the 
battered crown and rim of the very shab- 
biest hat that ever was worn. Regardless 
of the presence of women (which, indeed, | 
Englishmen seldom do regard when they 
wish to smoke), he was a smoking pipe of 
vile tobacco ; but, after all, this was fortu- 
nate, because the man himself was not per- 
sonally fragrant. We was terribly squalid, 
terribly ; and when I had a glimpse of his 
face it well befitted the rest of his deyelop- 
ment, grizzled, wrinkled, weather-beaten, 
yet sallow and down looking, with a watch- 
ful kind of eye turning upon everybody and 
everything, meeting the glances of other 
people rather boldly, yet soon shrinking 
away; along, thin nose; a grey beard of 
a week's growth; hair not much mixed 
with grey, but rusty and lifeless—a miser- 
able object; but it was curious to see how 
he was not ashamed of himself, but seemed 
to feel that he was one of the estatés of the 
kingdom, and had as much right to live as 
other mon. He did just as he pleased ; 
took the best place by the fire, nor would 
have cared though a nobleman were forced 
tostand aside forhim. When the steamer's 
bell rang he shouldered a large and heavy 
pack, like a pilgrim with his burden of sin, 
but certainly journeying to hell instead of 
heaven, On board he looked round for the 
best position, at first stationing himself near 
the boiler pipe ; but tinding the deck damp 
underfoot, he went to the cabin door, and 
took his stand onthe stairs, protected from 
the wind, but very incommodiously placed 
for those who wished to pass. All this was 
done without any bravado or forced impud- 
ence, but in the most quiet way, merely 
because he was secking his own comfort, 
and considered he had a right to seek it. 
It was an Englishman's spirit; but in our 
country, I imagine, a beggar considers him- 
self a kind of outlaw, atl would hardly as- 
sume the privileges of a man in any place of 
public resort. ere beggary is a system, 
and beggars are anumerous class, and make 
themselves in a certain way, respected as 
such. No body evinced the slightest disap- 
probation of the man’s proceedings. In 
America, I think, we should see many 
aristocratic airs on such provocation, and 
probably the ferry people would 
there hnye rudely thrust the beggar 
aside; giving him ao shilling, how- 
ever, Which no Bnglishman would ever 
think of doing.
